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MUSICAL AND DRAMATIC.

Mrs. ¥, W, Lander.

Among (he names of the faw really eminent
actresscs now upon the American stage, that of
Mrs, ¥, W. Lander (Jean M. Davenport) ia cer-
talnly entitled to the fivst position, In the
higher walks of tragedy and comedy she is
equally at home, and the fame and populnrity
which she bns won are legitimate tributes to
her abilities and oultivation as an artist und her
private worth as a most estimable lady. Boih
personally and professionally she is an orna-
ment Lo the stage, and her appearance at the
Walnat Street Theatre during the present and
next week in n series of Ler best personations
will afford rare plessure to maoy sdmirers of
the best styles of dramatic art,

Jean M. Davenport was born a. Wolverhamp-
ton, England, on the 34 of May, 1820. Her
father was originally alawyer, but his tastes
and inclinations predisposed him to the drama,
and he accordingly left the bar for the stawe.
He became the manager of the Richmond Thea-
tre, and his dagghter Jean made her first appear-
auce there in 1837, when only eight years of
age. The character in which she made her
debut was the “Little Pickle,” in a plece va
riously known as the Managers' Daugheer, th,;
fpoited Child, and the Young Aclress, Jean
made a hit o this part, as she nlzo did in that o
Richavd the Third. Bhe was the first represen’
tative of the bhomp-backed tyrant that
appeared upon the bosrds of the Rich-
mond Theatre after the death of Edmuud
Kean, and the hat she wore was one which
that great actor had been accustomed to wear
in the same part, Afier her debul she appeared
with sucoess in the principal cities of England
and Ireland for a couple of years, and iu 1839
she was brought to the United States, She
made her first sppenrance in this country at the
old National Theatre in Leonard street, New
York, which was at that time under the man-
agemeul of the late James W, Wallack, Bhe
played a series of “star” cogagements in other
cities, and in 1842 she returped to Europe, where
she sojourned for several yearsin France svd
ftaly, for the purpose of completing her educa-
tion, In Paris she studied mugic under one of
the best musters, aud the talent which she
manifested for the art was so great that it was
a matter of discossion wilth hersell and

her f{riends whether she should mnot
forsake 1the dramatic for the operatie
stage. Her fnal cholce, however, was
in favor of the drama, and she zealously

applied herself to the caltivation of her powers
and to the study of the best models. In 1845
she again appeared upon the London stage, at the
Olymple Theatre, snd pliyed Shakespeare’s
“Juliet,” “Julia” in the Hunchback, the
*‘Countess” in Love, and other characters of
like importance. She speedily became a favorite
with the public, but a serious 1llness compelled
her to retire from the stage in the midst of an
unpusually suecessful season. Absence from the
public gaze, however, did not diminish her
popularity, and when ehe returned to the stage
she was complimented by a testimonial benett,
qunder the auspices of wbe Lord Mayor of
London. In 1846 she went to Holland with an
Engiish company, and remained for wbout two
years, and Ler refined aud elegant style of acliog
excited much enthusiasm among all classes, In
1848 Miss Davenport made her debut as a publie
reader 1n England, Fanny Kemble hud uol thion
taken up this line of art, and Miss Davenport
therefore had the field to hersell. Her tirst
reading was given in Oxford, but she afterwards
gave entertalnments in the other principal
British cilies, Bhe was the first reader of
Bliakespeare since the time of Mrs, Siddons who
was competent to interpret the works of (he
great poet, and her pertormances attracted
large andiences of the best classes of society-
In 1849 Miss Davenport came to the United
Btlates for s gecond time, and the successes which
she achieved determined her to reside here in
future. The death of her futher, in July, 1851,
rendered it neceszary for ber to return 10 Eng-
land to settle the affairs ot his estate, which
task being accomplished, she agaln crossed the
Atlantic, and made a decided lmpression by her
periormance of the parts of ‘Peg Woffinglon,”
“"Adriepne Lecouyreur,” the *Countess,” * Leti-
tia Hardy,” and “Camille.” In 1855 she visited
California, and since then she has Heen to Bug-
land twice.

On the 30'h of October, 1860, Miss Davenport
was married to Frederick West Lander, at San
Francisco, and she retired from the stage, Mr.
Lander was at that jime a civil engineer, and a
Government agent for pacilying the Indlans in
the Western Terriwries. When the Rebellion
broke out Mr. Lander offered his services to the
Government, and was made a Brigadler-General
A bigh-toned genlleman and & brave and
honorable soldier, General Lunder left an un-
sullied memory when he fell in battle on the 3d
of March, 1862, His widow, instead of wasting
her sou! in impotent grievings for his loss, de-
voted herself with ardor to the canse to which
her husband’s life had been sacrificed. Bhe
organized an efficient corps of nurses, and until
the end of the war she exerted hersell to relieve
the wants of the sick and wounded soldiers of
the Union srmy.

In Febroary, 1863, Mrs, Lander made ber re-
appearance on the stage at Niblo's Garden,
New York, in the drams ol Mezal sance. Ris”
tori introduced a new line ol characlers soon
after, and her signal trinmphs revived the in®
terest of the public in the best forms of dramatic
art, Mrs. Lander took advantage of the furore
which was crested by Ristorl’s acting, and ghe
made her first appearsuce as “Elizabeth,” in
an excellent adaptation o! Glacomeiti's drama,
at the National Theatre, Washington, in April,
1867, Bince then ehe bas periormed *'Eliza-
beth,” “Mary Stuart,” “Medes,” and other of
Ristorl’a roles, in all the principal clties of the
United States, and the remarkable merits of
her personations are universally acknwledged:
Mis. Lander will perform *‘Marie Antoinetie”
for the first time during her present enguage
ment at the Walnut Bireel Theatre,
